The 
descriptions is "related to the transit of Lee Harvey Oswald a Eusopean 

country in 1962." I also think I recall some dinclonuoec about him on a train, and 
I think ns it went through ^oland. I recall no other reference to that fs. apartment 
use and, of course, the ex seas transcript could have been wrong. But there are not 
many agencies with spare apartments in foreign cities, but the CIA docs have its 
safe houses. 

I understand he *nn limit 
to justifying claim at this point, largely if not entirely LaHaie's hourly records. 

If he has any question about the question I raised, of addressing LaHaie' s word and 
honesty from the record, what I had in m ind is limited to using what he has stated 
in this litigation relating to the need for discovery, etc. Did you state on x/x/xx 
that... ia that a truthful statement?
